On invitation of the Commissioners to meet at the 
County Farm, November 20th, 1931, the following dele- 
gates responded:

At one o’clock all sat down to a well served and 
substantial dinner, after which Commissioner Smart. re- 
viewed the activities of the Board, explaining the unusual 
expense of caring for the poor. At the present time one 
hundred seventy-two, seventy-five of which are at the 
home, of these twenty-two are there by order of the court. 

The expense for the current year will exceed the 
appropriation by seven thousand dollars or more. 

Improvements at the Farm are deserving of much 
prais; viz: ‘The heating plant which eliminates the fire 
hazard, the frigidaire, resulting in saving of waste and 
labor, cleaning pasture land of gray birches, making a field 
of five acres out of almost worthless land, the removing 
of stone walls along roadside, clearing bushes and culti- 
vating to the edge of road, the cementing of cellar bottom 
in main barn, the lawn of fine grass dotted with flowers; 
in fact everything about the Farm and buildings, stock 
and folks, show the best of care and management, and if 
there is an added expense it was the unanimous opinion of 
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the delegates, that so far as the Commissioners and Super- 
intendents were concerned it was unavoidable.

Agreeable to a call by the Commissioners of Carroll 
County, for the purpose of increasing the appropriation for 
the year 1932 and of bonding the present indebtedness of 
the County, the members with the exception of Mr. Gibson 
of Conway, and Mrs. Lawless of Eaton met at the County 
Farm on February 16th, 1932. Dinner was served after 
which Dr. F. E Clow gave a very interesting account of 
the research work done in the County in 1931; and the use 
of the $1,500.00 placed at his disposal for the same. 

Commissioner Smart gave figures showing where more 
money was used in 1931 than ever before. 

Cost of Court and caring for the poor largely exceed 
the appropriations. 

The Delegation then went into executive session and 
after some discussion voted unanimously the following: 
Moved by 8. W. Clow of Wolfeboro, seconded by Ansel N. 
Sanborn of Wakefield, that the appropriation ($68,000.00) 
for 1932 be increased 12% and that the same shall be 
applied in part payment of the deficit for 1931: $16,583.07 
and that the Commissioners be authorized to issue notes 
for the balance payable $2,000 annually with interest, be- 
ginning in 1933. 7 

No action was taken in regard to bonding present 
indebtedness of the County.. 

Voted to adjourn.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Carroll County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Carroll County 
submit the annual report of the County Commissioners, 
the Superintendent of the County Home, the County 
Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court, Sheriff, Solicitor, 
and Auditors, for the year ending December 31, 1932. 

Under the continued direction of Mr. John W. Craig 
as Superintendent, and Mrs. Mary J. Craig, as Matron, 
the Home has been operated in a most satisfactory man- 
ner. Their work has been so extraordinary and the im- 
provements which are continually being made have brought 
only words of commendation from all visitors to Carroll 
County Home during the past year. 

Many cords of wood have been cut by prison help and 
a large amount of this has been delivered to families away 
from the Home requiring aid, thus lessening expense to 
the County. | 

One of the improvements this year was the building 
erected under Superintendent Craig’s direction, to be used 
for storing the farm tools and machinery. This has long 
been needed and was constructed at a very low cost as 
most of the labor was prison help. | 

A few applications for the Old Age Assistance have 
been received by the Commissioners and we have tried to 
use our best judgment in all of these cases. Through this 
act of the Legislature we are able to help a class of people 
who are indeed worthy, many have endured their lot in 
silence but this is one way to help lighten their burdens. 

Due to the general unemployment situation, we find 
the number of dependent families doubled over last year’s 
estimate. Many a head of a family finds that he is unable 
to manage and must call for help. Great care has been 
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tatken in investigating all of these cases, as the larger 
percentage of relief must be met through the municipal and 
county appropriations and we have endeavored to take 
care of all cases to the best of our ability. 

To Mr. and Mrs. Craig, we express our sincere appre- 
ciation of their efficient management of the Carroll County 
Home and their kindness to all those connected therewith. 
We also wish to extend our thanks to all who have con- 
tributed to the Home during the past year and our appre- 
ciation to the county and town officials for their co- 
operation with us in carrying on the business of the 
County.

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


To the Commissioners of Carroll County: 

Enclosed herewith is a report giving cases handled by 
the Solicitor and Sheriffs before the Superior Court and 
the Municipal Courts for Carroll County during the year 
1932. 

The sheriffs have done very excellent work during the 
past year, especially in tracing down those responsible for 
a series of breaks throughout the county. The number 
of petty offences have materially decreased and on the 
whole, conditions are much improved over the past year. 

I feel that there are two changes that should be made 
in the handling of our prisoners in the county. 

First, that the House of Correction prisoners and the 
Jail prisoners should be separated. Nearly all the House 
of Correction sentences are imposed upon local people for 
petty offences. There are very few real criminals in this 
eroup. On the other hand the jail prisoners are nearly all 
men awaiting trial at Superior Court on charges involving 
a state prison sentence and in nearly every case these 
men are criminals with previous records. It seems too 
bad that these two groups should be thrown together as 
the influence of the jail prisoners cannot help but be 
harmful upon the House of Correction men. This separa- 
tion will also enable the jailor to keep a better check on 
the jail prisoners and prevent any assistance by the House 
of Correction men in the event the jail prisoners plan to 
escape. 

Secondly, I recommend that finger prints and photo- 
graphs be taken of all prisoners in the House of Correction 
and jail so that we may have adequate records of all 
inmates. Such a record would be a great assistance in 
finding out the previous records of any man and in case 
of an escape, it would give a positive identification if the 
escaped prisoner is apprehended in any other state.

Mr. and Mrs. Craig have transformed one of the 
hospital rooms into a well-equipped and well-furnished de- 
livery room, an operating table has been provided for minor 
surgical work that may arise.
